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Organization of City Government 
For the Year 1957 


Exaugural Address 


Retiring Mayor Wiggin S. Gilman delivered the following 
address on Jan. 7, 1957: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I know you are much more interested to hear what is in store for 
the future, than to hear of what I will tell you of the past so, I will be 
very brief. When we were elected to take office in 1952, 3 of our main 
industries were in the process of reorganizing or liquidating, and our 
city was faced with nearly $500,000 loss in valuation. Our hills and 
streets were in very poor condition. All of our City bridges were 
unsafe for heavy traffic. Our Highway equipment was to a point of 
replacement. This very building we are in tonight, the roof was 
leaking and the heating system was beyond repair. 


Our wage scale for City employees and school, were much lower 
than the State average. There are many other things which I will 
not take time to mention. First, I want to thank the people that 
furnished the money and reorganized Sulloway Mill. These citizens 
deserve a lot of credit. We all know their returns are far from what 
they should be. Those are what I call good citizens. They are not 
like some, that criticize and lie, for personal gains, business and 
profits. We will now review some of the improvements over the 
last 3 1/2 years. 


The City and State has spent over $40,000 on permanent im- 
provements on the following projects. S. Prospect St. - Pleasant - 
Sanborn Hill - Babbitt Rd - New Boston Rd - Cheney Hill - Ceme- 
tary Hill and N. Main St. The Highway Dept. has resurfaced 
over 80 percent of all the streets in the City. Asphalt alone cost 
over $20,000. The City has spent over $90,000 on bridges. Cross 
bridge - Kimball bridge - and the new deck on Republeian bridge. 
Equipment replaced-one fire truck-one grader-two jeeps and two 
trucks. Memorial Hall—the roof and side walls have been repaired 
and a new heating system for the library and Memorial halls is in 
process. 


The biggest project of all, which has been surveyed, is the 
North and South Main streets. This should be well on its way 
by early Spring. We believe these temporary and permanent im- 
provements are in line with the decrease in valuations, and the 
increase in cost and higher tax rate. Our bonded indebtedness has 
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increased slightly due to the new deck on the Republican bridge. 
Our Relief load is the lowest that it has been in years. 


Our Balance as of Dec. 15 is $16,025.56. Our unexpended balance 
of our appropriation for 1956 is $11,082.73. Our City budget has 
increased in the last 4 years, over $125,000. Around $90,000 of this 
increase has been to further education. Our City employees has 
had some wage increases, and one of the most encouraging fact, 
is, every one that wants to work, has a job. 


When I was elected in 1952, I was for economy, and I have never 
changed my mind. It is nice to have bettér roads and more im- 
proved public buildings, if you can afford them, but, remember 
that the only source that the City can get money is from taxation, 
and if you want to spend more, you have got to do one of three 
things—raise the tax rate—revalue—or Bond but, sooner or later 
the real-estate will pay. 


Now as we come to the end of our journey, I desire to express 
my sincere thanks to all city officials, for the many courtesies 
you have extended me. I am deeply grateful. To the various Citizens 
committees, all of whom served faithfully, I express my sincere 
thanks. To you gentlemen of the Council, with whom I have been 
associated during the past 4 years, I can never forget the splendid 
cooperation you have given me. Doubtless we have made mistakes 
but they were honest ones. To you who are to remain in the Council, 
I am sure you will continue to use your best judgment for the best 
interest of the City. To my successor Mr. Krueger I extend my 
hearty congratulations, my earnest wishes is that your administra- 
tion may succeed in all you seek to do for the best interest of the City 
and I hope you may have the splendid support that I have enjoyed 
the last 4 years.

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Inaugural Address 


Mayor Herman W. Krueger delivered the following address 
on Jan. 7, 1957: 


Father Houde, Reverend Mr. Rowe, members of the Council and 
fellow citizens of Franklin: 


It is only fitting that I begin with a few personal remarks to 
all of you. In view of the fact that my family and I have lived 
here a scant five years, you have bestowed upon me the honor 
of holding the highest office in our city. We are deeply grateful 
for this adoption. We hope to live here a: good long time. 


It is even a more singular honor to have been asked by the 
majority of the voters in all three wards to serve in this office, 
I deem this a mandate to carry out the platform on which I sought 
it: 


I fully appreciate the responsibility that accompanies the honor 
of holding this office. I assure you I shall endeavor to conduct myself 
in such a manner and to transact the affairs of our city in such 
a way as to obviate any regrets on your part. I am gratefully 
appreciative of your support. © 


It is also fitting that we pay homage to a man who for many 
years has given unselfishly of time and energy in the interests of 
our city. I may not always have agreed with his policies. and only 
history can give final due credit, but I wish we had more men 
in both political parties so sincerely interested in our city govern- 
ment. I am speaking of our outgoing mayor, Wiggin S. Gilman. 


The present, whether it be in our time, in history, or in the 
future, is always the period with the most trying problems. Thus, 
we are faced with many today. 


The Members of the Council and myself, by heritage have to 
work for a living. We are employed, and work during the same 
time as our city employees. This leads to poor supervision on our 
part and consequently, to inefficiencies in city spending. I shall 
at a very early time recommend to the members of the council 
that they hire a man to help us carry out our city business res- 
ponsibilities. No corporation is operated directly by its board of 
directors. It is done through their supervisory personnel. I feel our 
City warrants the same procedure in the interest of sound and 
efficient business in government. 


On several occasions, past mayors have remarked on the inequi- 
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ties that exist in our evaluations for purposes of assessments. In 
our expanding economy with increased costs and values this has 
become increasingly serious. Our yardstick for evaluation is what 
a willing buyer will pay a willing seller. This is made simple 
when a property changes hands. From stamps on the deeds filed with 
the registrar of deeds, a very close figure can be obtained. Where 
property has increased in value due to improvement and inflation 
the task is difficult. It has reached the point where the more recent 
purchasers of real property are paying their approximate fair share 
of taxes, but those who have owned for a longer period of time have 
not had their valuations increased accordingly. If this burden of 
equilization is too great a problem for our assessors, I shall recom- 
mend to the council to hire outside experts to bring about this fair 
equilization. This is always an unpopular undertaking, but one to 
which I publicly committed myself before my election. 


We are confronted with the problem of having insufficient space 
in our public schools for the education of our children. This to 
me is exceedingly serious. We are in an age of highly skilled 
specialization and mechanization. We must train our youth to be 
able to compete with those of other areas. If we train them for 
mediocrity we may save a few dollars on our tax bill. But, what will 
it do to our children? It may force upon them a loss in earning 
power of several hundred dollars a year for life. Can we in all 
honesty deny them this opportunity? This is a decision each one 
of us has to make for our children. Let us think about it seriously. 


Over the past few years private citizens kave done a lot to 
promote industrial development. Nearly all the buildings vacated 
by Sulloway Mills, Acme Machine Company and Franklin Needle 
have been filled with new industries. I understand that the last 
one will be occupied soon. These citizens should be commended. 


According to our State Planning and Development Commission, 
Franklin has an available labor pool of only about 20 persons. On 
the face of it this sounds good. It does not, however, take into con- 
sideration our citizens who travel elsewhere for their emplyoment. 
It is for these people that local industrial employment should be 
provided. I shall actively cooperate with our own Developments 
Corporation. I shall also make efforts to this end by soliciting the 
support of Bob Gile, reappointed by our Governor to the Industrial 
Park Commission and Senator Cleveland, for the location of an 
industrial park in Franklin. There is no question of the support 
we will get from our own Basil Broadhurst since he heads the 
allied Commission in the General Court. We have good industrial 
sites. We have good labor and more leaving our schools every year. 
I deem it a civic duty to make every effort to provide them 
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with the opportunity to earn a zood days wages for a days work 
well done. 


Tonight, if our Council follows normal procedure and I have no 
reason to believe otherwise, I will be authorized to appoint the 
standing committees of the Council for 1957. I call this to your 
attention for one reason. In drawing up the resolutions so authorizing 
me, I have deliberately omitted one committee that has been author- 
ized in the past. I have studied the function of these committees. 
Putting it simply they carry out the routine business of the particular 
department concerned, and bring to the attention of the Mayor 
and Council all other matters with recommendations. There is no 


such function for a Council School Committee. The Board of Edu- 
cation is accountable only to the people in the way it runs its 


affairs. The Council, however, has to approve their budget. And that 
1s a matter to be taken up with the Finance Committee. 


While I am speaking of committees, I may as well bring out 
a point that is practically a phobia with me. In the military ser- 
vices it is called a chain of command. I cannot tolerate any com- 
mittee member other than the chairman, unless authorized in his 
absence, giving orders to any member of a department other than 
to its head. Conversely, all requests from a department should 
come through the department head to the chairman of the com- 
mittee. I feel this is essential to avoid confusion. 


I expect all committees to meet with their respective department 
heads for the purpose of setting up a budget to be presented to the 
Finance Committee within three weeks. I shall also inform the 
Parks and Recreation Commission, the Board of Education, and 
other departments within the City who will make their budget request 
directly through the Finance Commitee. 


In general I am not going to discuss the various departments. 
Most of them are working efficiently with good and adequate per- 
sonnel. I shall, however, make one statement and then in light 
of this touch on the two departments primarily involved. 


In the past there has been an interchange of personnel between 
departments. This can be as dangerous as it appears on the surface 
economically sound. However, you look at it, it is very poor practice. 


Two years ago the permanent personnel in our fire department 
was reduced from seven to six men. Since then our building and 
boiler inspection has been greatly increased. We have had to hire 
a man to take the place of our regular personnel when they went 
on vacation. We have had to hire some one to shovel out our fire 
hydrants after every snow storm. And we have had to pay for 
extra time for hydrant inspection which is required three times 
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@ year. The end result is that the reduction in efficiency offsets 
any saving that there might have been. I therefore recommend 
that we restore a seventh permanent man to the Fire Department. 


Before I go on, I must pause to pay tribute to our retiring 
fire chief. Leslie Boomhower has requested that he not be con- 
sidered a candidate for reappointment. He has served our city 
well for many years as our fire chief and a total of 47 years in 
our fire department. I am sure you join me in wishing him Godspeed 
in his future endeavors. 


I now recommend to our Highway Committee that in figuring 
out its budget it takes into consideration its requirement in personnel. 
I ask this committee to make its plans in such a@ way as not 
to have to ask for men of another department in storm emergen- 
cies. I make this note because permanent men in our fire depart- 
ment have been used for snow clearances on their days off. No 
man, who has worked one day in the Fire Department, can plow 
snow all night the next night and then expect to fight a fire 
efficiently if called upon. I think we have been very fortunate that 
no serious accidents have resulted from this practice. 


My recommendations may sound to you as involving a great in- 
crease in taxes. I think not, other than those normally caused by 
our expanding industrial economy and its rising costs. Sound busi- 
ness practice always results in increased efficiency. 


You have endowed me with a Council composed of people of in- 
telligence. With its non-partisan cooperation we should do much to 
improve the general welfare of our city and its citizens. 


I want to thank you again for your trust in me. and for bestow- 
ing upon me the great honor of being your mayor in 1957,

Franklin, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


At your request and in accordance with the City Ordinances, 
I have made an examination of the books and underlying records 
of the City of Franklin for the year ended December 15, 1957 and 
submit herewith my report consisting of exhibits, supporting sche- 
dules and comments. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

The examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and accordingly included such tests of the ac- 
counting records and of the supporting evidence as was considered 
necessary under the circumstances. Verification letters were mailed 
to a substantial number of outstanding Property and Poll Taxes. 
Except for the Taxes, Accounts Receivable and some year-end 
adjustments, the general books of the City are kept on a cash 
basis and hence reflect cash receipts and disbursements only. 

BALANCE SHEET - GENERAL FUND 
Exhibit A 

The Balance Sheet, General Fund, reflects the financial condition 
of the City of Franklin as at the close of business December 15, 
1957. The Comparative Balance Sheet, Exhibit A, Schedule 3 dis- 
closes the increases and decreases in the various accounts between 
the years 1957 and 1956. 
Cash on Hand and in Banks - $28,865.59 

The cash in the bank was reconciled to the bank statement and 


the independent verification received directly from the depository 
while the cash on hand was verified by count as at the close of 


business December 13, 1957. The receipts were traced to the bank 
deposits and all checks cancelled during the year were examined. 

Cash undeposited from Parking Meter Collection as at December 
13, 1957 and the unexpended balance of the Overseer of the Poor 
not returned to the General Fund is shown as cash on hand. These 
items were subsequently deposited. 


Accounts Receivable - $600.09 

A listing of the unpaid Accounts Receivable was in agreement 
with the controlling account. I checked the charges and credits 
to the Accounts Receivable cards. There are a few accounts that 
appear to be uncollectible and I would suggest that they be charged 
off. 
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Taxes Receivable - $78,040.65 
The above caption represents uncollected taxes as at December 


15, 1957 against which there is a reserve for uncollectible taxes 
of $1,351.40. Exhibit A, Schedule 1 details the activity of the levies 
of the various years and also discloses the differences between the 
control and detail. All charges and credits including abatements 
and subsequent assessments were checked and the daily cash receipt 
stubs representing collections on Poll, Property and Head Taxes 
were traced to the cash and to the Tax Warrant book. In addition, 
several hundred verification letters were mailed to the open accounts 
on Property and Poll Taxes. Any differences reported to me were 
thoroughly examined. Although approximately 11 percent of the 1957 
taxes remain uncollected, the uncollected balance has increased 
$18,673.25 over the preceding year. 

The 1957 Tax Warrant was completely footed and proved to the 
control. The valuation was also proved. The tax rate of $75.80 as 
approved by the State of New Hampshire Tax Commission was 
confirmed by direct correspondence. 

Because it is not likely that the outstanding taxes for the years 
1951 to 1954 will be collected, I would suggest that they be abated. 


Unredeemed Tax Sales - $5,103.03 
Property Acquired by Tax Deed - $1,224.81 

These items represent property acquired for non-payment of taxes 
and were accepted as shown on the books. 


Head Taxes Receivable - $5,305.00 

When collected, the above taxes will be paid to the State of New 
Hampshire. 
Due From the State of New Hampshire - $7,164.67 
Estimated Revenue (Social Security Overpayment) - $688.42 

This caption is detailed on the Balance Sheet. Most of the items 
were independently verified as at the close of the year. 


Temporary Loans in Anticipation of Taxes - $78,000.00 

This amount represents the balance due the First National Bank 
of Boston on borrowings in anticipation of taxes and was verified 
by correspondence. The liability was increased $8,000 over the balance 
of the preceding year. No provision was made in the 1957 Budget to 
provide for the reduction of this loan and in the past two years, 
the loan has been on the increase. Steps should be taken for the sys- 
tematic liquidation of this liability and I recommend that an amount 
be included in the Budget each year for the next several years so 
that this liability will eventually be eliminated from the books. 
Reserve For Head Taxes - $6,555.00 

The City’s liability to the State of New Hampshire on Head Taxes 
is reflected by this account. 
Parking Meters - $6,329.89 

The balance in the Parking Meter Collection is represented by 
the above amount. The cash for this item is included in the General 
Fund Cash account. 
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Unexpended Balance Carried to 1958 - $9,296.53 
The balance carried to 1958 is comprised of the following: 


Soldiers Memorial $4,000.00 
Webster Lake Development 116.53 
Town Road Aid, Class B Fund 5,180.00

Surplus - $26,171.12 

Exhibit A, Schedules 2, 2A and 2C show the results of budgetary 
operation for the current year and further support the amount trans- 
ferred to Surplus. The result of the current year’s operation shows 
that the Surplus increased $10,145.56 over the balance at the begin- 
ning of the year. This was due partially to $3,445.55 of appropriation 
unexpended balance and the excess of actual revenue over estimated 
revenue of $6,370.01. 

Exhibit 2C discloses that a number of departments overexpended 
their appropriations but that there were enough unexpended balances 
in the other departments to offset the deficit spending and result 
in a net unexpended balance of $3,445.55. 

BALANCE SHEET - GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 
Exhibit B 

The Balance Sheet, General Indebtedness, discloses the City’s 
liability on bonds and long-term notes as at December 15, 1957. A 
detail of the indebtedness appears on Exhibit B, Schedule 1. All 
bonds cancelled and interest coupons paid during the year were 
produced for my inspection. 

Cash in the banks was reconciled to the bank statements and the 
Savings Bank passbooks all of which were independently verified 
with the depositories. 

There remains in the bond and coupon bank account small balan- 
ces which probably represent coupons not presented for payment. 
It appears unlikely that they will be cashed. I suggest that these 
accounts be closed but that the City agree to honor them if ever 
presented for collection. The following is a list of the balances and 


their due dates.

The amount due from the Water Works is offset by the contra 
Water Works bonds shown on the liability side of the Balance Sheet. 
The Water Department liquidates this liability from its own funds. 

BALANCE SHEET - TRUST FUNDS 
Exhibit C 

The Balance Sheet, Trust Funds, records the assets and the sour- 
ces of such assets in the custody of the trustees of the Trust 
Fund. : 

Cash in the Banks - $39,071.89 
Cash in the Commercial and Savings Banks was reconciled to the 
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bank statements as well as the confirmation received from the 
depository. 
Investments - $86,562.06 

The securities were verified by examination in the presence of a 
trustee of the Trust Fund, Exhibit C, Schedule 1 lists the various 
trust funds, the investments in each and shows the activity for the 
year. 

Overseer of the Poor - Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements 
School District - Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements 
Public Library - Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements 

The books and records of the above were examined and can- 
celled checks were compared with the Cash Disbursements record. 
The cash in the bank at the close of the year was reconciled to 
the bank statement and the bank confirmation received independ- 
ently from the depository. 

Unpaid bills as at the end of the year in the School Department 
amounted to approximately $2,300. Most of the bills, however, were 
dated between the first and the thirteenth of December. 

Payroll 


All payroll checks cancelled during the year were examined and 
the bank statement was reconciled. 


City Clerk’s Office 

The books and records of the City Clerk’s Office were spot checked. 
The daily register tapes were checked to the Cash Receipt books 
and traced to the bank deposits. A spot check was also made on 
automobile permits, dog licenses, as well as other business licenses. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 

In 1957 as in 1956 the City Treasurer, whose apparent function 
it is to maintain independent control over the financial condition 
of the City, is also an employee of the City in the School Department. 
Since, in my opinion, there is a conflict of interest in this dual 
capacity—as City official and as City employee—it is my recommen- 
dation that a person other than an employee of the City be elected 
Treasurer. 

In conclusion, may I summarize the salient items which require 
your careful consideration. 

1. Charge off uncollectible Accounts Receivable. 

2. Charge off all Taxes Receivable prior to 1954. 

3. Provide for the liquidation of the balance in the tax antici- 
pation notes. 

4, Close out the small balances in the Bond and Coupon cash 
account. 

5. Elect a City Treasurer, a person other than an employee of 
the City. 

I wish to express my appreciation to all the City officials and the 
members of their staffs for the cooperation and courtesies extended 
me during the audit.

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FRANKLIN PUBLIC LIBRARY 


An important milestone has been reached in the history of the 
Franklin Public Library, which has completed fifty years of public 
library service to the community. There have been but three librar- 
ians, but a considerable number of assistants. The book collection 
has grown from 7,000 to 30,000 volumes. After fifty years, the fine is 
still 2 cents per day on an overdue book. Magazines circulated the 
first year were 613, with those circulated in 1957 totaling 4,057, rather 
proving that we are living in a magazine age. The busiest year in a 
five-year period has just closed, the increase for the year showing 
up as 3,602 items. 


There have been additions of 960 volumes, of which 896 were by 
purchase, with 64 titles coming as gifts. Adult books added were 655 
with 305 new juvenile titles. Of 170 magazines arriving regularly, 62 
come as gifts. Six daily and two weekly newspapers arrive regularly. 
The Memorial book Shelf had 19 added volumes, with a listing of 
books and donors in the Journal-Transcript the week of Memorial 
Day. With a high circulation of 43,781 books and other materials the 
reading score stands higher, 6.7 volumes per capita, with books per 
borrower averaging 14.4 volumes. The reading average for fiction is 
lower, 39.8%, with non-fiction 31.1%, and juvenile reading figuring 
29.1%. 


New registrations have totaled 511, with 412 local and 99 non-resi- 
dent names. 502 inactive cards were withdrawn, leaving the active 
borrowers’ register with 3,429 names. 


The children’s room circulated 12,743 books, making a banner year 
Showing, the biggest circulation in 15 years. Book Week in November 
brought 588 children and teachers to visit the library to see new 
books and exhibits displayed for their information and pleasure. 
Teachers have used 84 classroom loans, circulating 970 books, and 
loans were made to Summer camps in this area. Collections of popular 
fiction were loaned to two smaller libraries. Through interlibrary 
loans from the state Library we borrowed 40 titles and loaned nine. 


The third annual silent book auction in August added $80.61 to the 
book fund. The Franklin Woman’s Club and the Franklin Garden 
Club meet in Library Hall. The Hospital Auxiliary, after meeting 
there for many years, now has its own sewing quarters at the 
Franklin Hospital. Many exhibits of interest to visitors were ar<- 
ranged. The street-side half of the roof was renewed at a cost of 
$428. Various repairs and redecorating became necessary following 
the completion of the excellent new heating system providing con- 
trolled heat on all three floors. The appearance of Library Hall was 
improved by some of the repairs and the installation of new light- 
ing fixtures, made possible by the Carter trust Fund. 


Summer hours were in effect from the close of school in June until 
school opened after Labor Day. There were no staff changes during 
the year. Mrs. Ethel L. Hanley, assistant librarian, was given for 
the third time, the New Hampshire Library Association Award of $75 
toward expenses of a three-week course in library techniques at 
the University of New Hampshire Summer School. 


Trustees and librarians have attended several out-of-town meet- 
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ings in Concord, Laconia, Newport and East Andover, sometimes 
taking part in the programs. 


The family and friends of Mary (Shepard) Wiley have set up a me- 
morial fund in her name. The Contributors’ Trust Fund has been 
increased by the gift of sixty dollars from Gerald Boyce. Lack of 
space prevents the mention of valued gifts of books, magazines, and 
other items, from friends of the library. The Garden Club’s gift of two 
newly developed New Hampshire pink lilacs, named the McFarlane 
lilac, is a welcome addition to the shrubbery at the foot of the front 
entrance steps. Important additions to the reference collection have 
been:the latest edition of the World Book (19 volumes), purchased 
with Anna G. Blodgett Trust Fund; Lands and People (7 volumes,) 
purchased with Elsie Y. Closson Trust Funds; and a polyconic, plas- 
tic-coated map of New Hampshire with a mechanical finder, 
purchased with Contributors’ Trust Fund. 


The library publicity printed by the Journal-Transcript and the 
Concord Monitor has been appreciated. 


Franklin is fortunate in having a genuinely interested Board of 
Library Trustees to guide the library business of the city. The librari- 
an welcomes this opportunity to express her appreciation for the loyal- 
ty and interest of the Board and the Staff as each one carries on his or 
her duties for the good of the community at all times.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the members of the School Board, Mayor and City Council, and 
Citizens of the City of Franklin: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as your Superintendent 
of Schools. This is the fifty-seventh in the series of reports prepared 
by school superintendents. 


PRINCIPALS ANNUAL REPORT 


On October 1, 1957 four staff members of the State Department of 
Education visited Franklin High School. A summary of their report is 
as follows: 


Action Necessary Under Minimum Standards: 


1. The present plant, program, and organization of Franklin High 
School meet all requirements of the Minimum Standards going into 
effect on September 1, 1958. 


Action Strongly Recommended: 


1. At least two full-time staff members should be added to the 
Franklin High school faculty, a Director of Guidance and a Librarian. 


2. The present arrangement for school lunch services is unsatisfact- 
ory. Without question, either the building of a new cafeteria or sub- 
stantial remodelling of existing facilities is necessary. 


3. We recommend the study of the need of adding General Shop to 
the program. 


4. The present homemaking program should be re-examined to de- 
termine the possibility and desirability of organizing the program on 
a ‘‘comprehensive homemaking’’ basis aS recommended by the De- 
partment of Education. 


5. The duties and responsibilities of a Principal in a school the size 
of Franklin High School make it desirable that he be engaged on a 
twelve month contract. 


Recommendations for 1958 made by the Staff and the Evaluation 
Visiting Committee: 


1. We recommend the addition of a woman to the Physical Educa- 
tion Department. This person could handle physical education through 
the elementary grades and take girls in grades 7-12. 


2. Our services to youth in the area of Youth Counseling have been 
sponsored by the Franklin Rotary club for approximately seven 
years. We recommend that a plan be developed whereby the school 
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department will gradually take over the full support of this program. 


3. We recommend a continuation of the plan of purchasing 200 new 
steel chairs with 2 carrying racks each year. We are now 300 short in 
the auditorium. 


4. Only three classrooms in the building have been painted since the 
building was built. These should be painted on a rotation plan to be 
brought up to standards for building maintenance. 


5. We have recommended for several years, and the inspectors from 
the State Board of Health have continually recommended, that the 
lighting be changed in our classrooms. 


6. We recommend again that careful plans be made for the care 
and conditioning of our grounds and athletic fields. 


7. We recommend that the school janitors not be used as school 
bus drivers. 


8. We recommend that the heat control system for High School and 
Junior High School be changed so that they can be operated inde- 
pendently. 


9. We recommend that the dividing partition between the chemistry 
and physics laboratories be removed. This is not a carrying partition. 


We present these recommendations for your consideration, fully 
aware that more than one year will be needed to put them into effect. 
They represent a plan of action to meet the educational needs of this 
school which require budgetary action. We urge their adoption as 
soon as possible. 


PERSONNEL CHANGES 
High School: 


Mr. Robert A. Bagg, Jr. replaces Mr. Vincent O’Connor in Physics 
and Chemistry. Mr. Bagg also is instructing the students in skiing. Mr. 
Bagge is a graduate of Marlboro College in 1954. 


Mr. Wallace Clark, a graduate of the University of New Hampshire, 
replaces Mr. Edward Ferrigno as instructor of Physical Education. 
Mr. Clark has taught in Andover, New Hampshire for the last ten 
years. 


Mr. John P. Devine, a recent graduate of St. Francis College in 
Maine, replaces Mr. George Leyden. Mr. Devine is teaching Algebra, 
General and Business Math. 


Mrs. Avis Johnson, a graduate of Farmington State Teachers Coll- 
ege, was employed as instructor in Home Economics and General 
science. Mrs. Johnson has taught in Norridgewock, Lewiston, Skow- 
hegan, and Augusta, Maine. 
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Mr. Phillip M. Kilmister, a recent graduate of Colby College, re- 
places Mr. Donald Mullen as teacher of Social Studies. 


Mr. Kendall McCormack replaces Mr. Donald C. Malcolm as teacher 
of Social studies and instructor of Driver Training Education. Mr. 
McCormack is a recent graduate of Keene Teachers College. 


Mr. Hugh G. Murphy was elected to the new position of instructor 


on Instrumental Music. Mr. Murphy is a graduate of Lowell Teachers 
College. 


Miss Barbara Ann Trask, a graduate of the University of New 
Hampshire, replaces Mr. Warren J. Perkins as instructor of Art. Miss 


Trask has taught in Schenectady Public Schools, Schenectady, New 
York. 


Daniell Junior High School: 


Mr. J. Philip Chase replaces Mr. Ralph C. Beede as teacher um 
Science and Arts and Crafts. Mr. Chase obtained his Master’s degree 
from the University of New Hampshire and has taught in Bloomfield, 
Connecticut and in Hollis, New Hampshire. 


Mr. M. Duane Tonkin, a graduate of the New England College, 
replaces Mr. Peter Kling as teacher of Science and Math. Mr. Tonkin 
has taken graduate work at Keene Teachers College. 


Nesmith School: 


Mrs. Margaret S. McCormack. a graduate of Keene Teachers Coll- 
ege, replaces Mrs. Ethel Dolloff as teacher of Grade III. Mrs. McCor- 
mack has taught in Dover, New Hampshire. 


SALARY SCHEDULE 


The salary schedule has been revised to a minimum of $3,300, and a 
maximum of $4,300 for teachers with two years of training, $4,500 for 
teachers with three years of training, and $4,700 for teachers with a 
degree. Beginning teachers out of teacher colleges are requesting a 
Bachelor’s degree. An additional $250 is allowed for a Master’s 
minimum of $3,500. This indicates that our salary schedule is still be- 
hind that which is required to hire beginning teachers. 


NEW ELEMENTARY BUILDING 


The first step of Dr. Englehardt’s survey which was the construct- 
ion of a new twelve room elementary school has been achieved. This 
school includes a multi-purpose room, cafeteria, principals office, 
health room, teachers room and eleven classrooms, plus one kinder- 
garten room. This building will be used temporarily for kindergarten 
and grades 4, 5, and 6 for the entire city. The city should be proud of 
the fact that they have made the first step in modernizing their 
school plant. I wish to thank the School Board, the School Building 
Committee, and Mayor and City Council and all others who have con- 
tributed to the accomplishment of this building program. 


In the very near future, the community should continue their 
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plans for the addition in the High School area. This is the second step 
recommended in the Englehardt survey. Within three to five years 
there will be considerable pressure in the enrollment in grades 7-12. 
It is estimated that four or five classrooms will be needed to accomo- 
date the enrollment. In addition, space must be provided for a new 
cafeteria-multi-purpose room, audio-visual room, arts and crafts room, 
music room, and for lockers and showers for the Jr. High physical 
education program. The cafeteria dining area would serve for the 
Jr. High gymnasium. The present gymnasium in the Recreation Cen- 
ter is not entirely satisfactory because of its location and lack of 
dressing room, showers and lockers. 


MAINTENANCE AND NEW EQUIPMENT 


The major project completed during the last year was the con- 
struction of a band room in the Recreation Center. The completion 
of this room involved the removal of a partition, installation of a door, 
acoustical ceiling, floor tile, fluorescent lighting, several radiators 
and complete painting. 


The School buildings in the City of Franklin are in much better 
condition than they were three years ago. The City should be proud 
of the fact that steps have been taken to keep the buildings in good 
repair. Because there are so many maintenance items that are needed 
to be completed each year, it will be short sighted if the City resorts to 
a policy of delaying necessary improvements. Relatively speaking, 
a few thousand dollars each year in preventive maintenance will 
save tens of thousands of dollars a few years hence. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the School Board, school staff, 
and the people of Franklin, for their cooperation and support during 
the last school year.

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SCHOOL NURSES ANNUAL REPORT 


The following is a summary of the major activities of the health 
program in the Franklin Schools during 1957: 


A Tuberculosis Skin Test Clinic was held on February 25, with 654 
children, teachers and lunch workers attending. On March 27, 25 
children who received a positive reaction to the Skin Patch Test 
were X-rayed. Fifty-six children attended the Chest Clinics which 
were held in January and in June. 


Two Poliomyelitis Clinics were held with 1,004 children inoculated. 


A Toxoid Clinic was held in cooperation with the Franklin Visiting 
Nurse Association, and 270 children were immunized. 


Vision Tests were administered to 1,600 children. Audiometer Tests 
were given to 1,620 children. 


Miss Rose Manus, our Speech teacher, worked with 96 children. 
Miss Mary Bullock, our Physiotherapist, supervised the exercises of 
45 children. These children were checked at the Orthopedic Clinics 
in Concord and Laconia. 


A Pre-Registration Clinic was held in May, during which time 122 
children registered. These children received a physical examination 
before entering school. 


4,348 hot lunches were supplied under the Nurse’s Nutrition Project. 


I would like to extend my personal gratitude to all persons and 
organizations, who have in any way contributed to the Franklin School 
Health Program.

Ordinance 


An Ordinance establishing the office of city planner and engineer. 
In the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and fifty-seven. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Franklin as 
follows: 


Section 1, There is hereby established the office of City Planner 
and Engineer. 


Section 2, The duties and responsibilities of said office shall be 
as follows: 


a. He shall be the purchasing agent for all departments of the 
City. He shall assist the Board of Education, Commissioners of the 
Water Department, and the Commissioners of the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Commission in making purchases for their respective depart- 
ments whenever requested to do so by them. When making and 
authorizing purchases for the city departments, he shall act in accord 
with the ordinance relating to the City Purchasing Agent passed 
on March 7, 1932 and any amendments thereto. 


b. He shall act as Coordinator of the city departments and 
shall relay the needs of one department to another. He shall report 
to the Council Committee of each department any violation of any 
orders of the Mayor and Council and also the failure of any de- 
partment head to cooperate with him in carrying out his duties. 
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He shall exercise no authority over any department head. 


c. He shall act as city engineer and it shall be his duty to 
perform the necessary engineering for the layout of all public works, 
to make surveys of city land, and to perform other civil and sanitary 
engineering duties as may be required. 


d. It shall be the duty of the city Planner and Engineer to 
make a general inspection, from time to time, of the city buildings, 
highways, sewers, operating equipment, and methods of operation 
and to report to the heads of the departments and council committees 
affected. 


e. He shall also perform any other duties which may be assigned 
to him by the City Council. 


Section 3. No person shall be appointed to this office unless he 
has a degree in civil engineering or the equivalent of seven years 
of practical experience in civil engineering. 


Section 4. The salary of the City Planner and Engineer shall be 
as fixed by vote of the City Council. 


Section 5. All department heads shall cooperate with the City 
Planner and Engineer in the performance of the duties of his office.
